An inquest was held by Justice of 
the Peace Jesse Purvis of Proctor, 
with a jury of six men, and the ver­ 
dict was that Barry' had committed 
suicide after shooting his wife. Sher­ 
iff Gilbreath and County Attorney 
Tom F. Reese had been notified and 
were present at the inquest. The idea 
that there was a suicide pact was 
not held to, the sheriff said on his 
return. , 
Zem Barry and bis wife were both 
of obi and prominent families 
ot 
tlm Proctor community. 1 liev were

ago. She was Miss May Howell, the 
daughter of Mr. Mont Howell. She 
had taught in the Proctor school« 
for the last eight or nine years and 
had been re-elected for next year. 
Mr. Barry was 46 years old

his wife about 32. 
Mr. Barry had been in poor health 
for some time, but aside from that 
no cause can be assigned 
for his 
deed by those who knew him best 
He and his wife are 
declared 
to 
have been happy in their married 
life and he was in good circumstan­ 
ces financially. 
It was stated yesterday that a let­ 
ter was found yesterday morning in 
the book in which Mr 
Barry kept 
his accounts, and which was evident­ 
ly wmitten about two weeks before 
the tragedy. The contents of 
the 
letter were not made known, but it 
was stated that it was addressed to 
his father, his brothers and sisters. 
Mr. Barry and his wife were last 
seen alive by his father at about 3 
o’clock Wednesday afternoon, it is 
said, when he went to the barn to 
work on his car and was soon after­ 
ward joined there by his wife. The 
shooting is said to have been done 
with a pistol that be borrowed from
